INTRODUCTION 

Aim 

The aim of this bibliography was to cover all published articles, papers and 
books that deal with archaeology in Natal (including Zululand and Griqualand 
East) up to and including 1980. Newspaper articles have been excluded. 

Definition 

For the purposes of this bibliography, archaeology has been defined as the 
study of the past material remains of man before white settlement. 

Scope 

In view of the aim and definition given above, only articles that deal specifically 
with the description of a site, or the excavation of a site, or the artefacts found on 
sites in Natal, Zululand and Griqualand East have been included. Articles dealing 
with radiocarbon dates for sites have also been included. 

Papers that deal with the anthropological, ethnographic and geological aspects 
of archeology have been excluded, as have papers dealing with rock art. General 
works that do not mention Natal have also been excluded. 1871 is the date of the 
earliest reference that I found. 

Arrangement 

Entries are in alphabetical order by author in one numerical sequence. When 
there is more than one entry for an author these are entered in date order. Where 
the date order could not be established, entries are arranged in alphabetical order 
by title. 

It is generally accepted that archaeological papers contain some illustrations, 
figures or plates; consequently it was considered unnecessary to list these. The 
exception is when plates and figures do not form part of the numbered page 
sequence. In these cases plates and figures have been listed in addition to the 
page numbers. 

The index is a subject index arranged alphabetically. When dividing the Natal 
coastal region into north and south, Durban has been taken as the dividing point. 

* This bibliography, from 1871-1978, was presented to the University of Natal, Pietermaritzburg, in 
partial fulfilment of the requirements for the degree of B.Bibl.(Hons). 
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Similarly for the Drakensberg, Giant’s Castle has been used as the dividing point. 
This is the point used by the Department of Forestry because the watersheds 
empty north and south of this point. Each entry in the index is as specific as 
possible. See and see also references have been included where necessary, in an 
attempt to achieve greater specificity. In a number of cases the terminology for 
cultures and industries has changed over the years. Entries have, nevertheless, 
been indexed under the terminology used by the author. Numbers used in the 
index refer to the numbers of the entries in the bibliography, and not to page 
numbers. 

Annotations 

I have endeavoured to annotate each entry using the author’s own abstracts, 
summaries and conclusions. I have attempted to present the views of authors as 
held by them at the time they published. As a result some of the terminology I 
have used is no longer generally applied. Place names have been given the 
spellings found on the 1:50 000 Topocadastral maps issued by the Government 
Printer, Pretoria. I have seen every entry with the exception of no. 110 ‘Lebzel- 
ter, 1930’. Attempts to trace this item in South Africa have not been successful. I 
have taken the annotation for this item from Bibliography of South African 
pre-and proto-historic archaeology by S. E. Holm, 1966.
